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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 21-25, 35, 38-40 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Acharya et al. (US 5,903,559) in view of Chandran (US 6,801,500). 
1. Regarding claims 21-25, 35, 38-40 and 45, Acharya discloses a method for allocating 
bandwidth in a switch comprising receiving a user request of desired bandwidth (col. 8, lines 40- 
45) and automatically converting the desired bandwidth to a token bucket refresh rate (col. 18, 
line 62 through col. 19, line 4). However, Acharya does not disclose scheduling a switch queue 
according to at least one token bucket associated with a base bandwidth and a residual 
bandwidth. Chandran discloses a switch queue (fig. 7; fig. 2, step 229) and token buckets for 
controlling the data transfer of one connection (fig. 1, items 103-107). The token buckets have 
refresh rates (step 2 1 3) for a base bandwidth value (note: a minimum reserved rate) and a 
residual bandwidth value (note: a maximum peak rate) (col. 5, lines 32-35 and 56-60). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have token buckets for controlling data transfer in the invention of Acharya in order to 
provide a fair transmission of data (Chandran, col. 1, lines 56-60). Further regarding claim 35, 
the combination teaches a user interface, bandwidth converter (Acharya, col. 8, lines 40-45), 
traffic manager and scheduler (Chandran, fig. 7). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Claims 26-28, 36-37 and 41-44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
